We see it stated that of about 30,000 qualified 
medical men, at least. 10;000 are on. war ser- 
vice; we read of London hospitals where the 
staff is so seriously depleted as Ao make the 
ordinary. work almost inmpossible to carry on; 
thera are not infrequent inquests on cases 
where the doctor has obviously had to attempt. 
single-handed the work of two, and where, if 
two had been available, life might have been 
saved. Before pointing out how specially, and | 
indeed doubly, this is a woman's question, we 
may remind our readers of-the figures (some of 
them often quoted in these columns). which Mr.
